Thank you for your letter. Unfortunately it does not address the concern raised, which is 
attitudes in the Ottawa Crown Attorney's office in connection with persons with this disability. 
Perhaps the Ottawa legal community is affected because the son of a police chief was once 
seriously attacked by a disabled man who claimed his building was "evil" and trying to kill him. 


The abuse of schoolchildren takes three forms. The first involves physical abuse, such as 
vigorous shaking, which teachers have reportedly inflicted on children with sensitivities. A more 
damaging form of abuse takes place when the teacher berates the child’s attitude, even after being 
informed of the effect sensitivities can have on behaviour and learning abilities, and blames the 
child for their disability. Several children have been destroyed in front of their classmates by 
such treatment. . 


The third kind of abuse involves the teacher knowingly causing the child to. experience 
reactions which variously produce anxiety, depression, hyperactivity, mood swings, and learning 
and behaviour disabilities. 


As previously indicated, | will continue to counsel people to not report such instances of 
child abuse to the authorities, because a crown attourney in the Ottawa office did not see the 
above as child abuse or assault when I discussed the issue with her a few years ago. The fact that 
your officials have attitudes which preclude their providing services to this group would mean that 
the parents would experience pointless frustration and their case would be weakened.
